Discover Holland's best kept secret: It’s food! 

Our cuisine is not well known, but nonetheless 
exciting. Sometimes recipes are hard to resist: 
Either they have adorable names, or they are made 
with delectable ingredients. 


Hungarian Goulash Soup. 



Dutch winter evenings are often a display of 
opposites. Dark, cold nights, with a howling 
northern wind, that is trying to get into every nook 
and cranny of the house, frozen canals, on which 
you can hear the loud pangs of the ice thickening, 
while you are trying to cycle your way home as fast 
as you can. But once the house comes in sight, the 
welcoming glow of the outside light by the door 
draws you in, the ’’gezellige” steamed up kitchen 
windows promise good food, the glow of the 
fireplace warms your heart. And while you peel off 
all those layers of clothes, that have kept you from 
freezing during your outside adventure, a big plate 
of warm, comforting food is set before you. 

Ah, what a bliss! 

The winter season is generally cold and harsh, 
especially on the open country roads. It is a perfect 
time of the year for comfort food, one of the many 
things our cuisine excels in. Thick soups, casseroles 
and slow-cooked meats such as good old-fashioned 
’’draadjesvlees”, or meat simmered to threads, are 


all favorites dining this time of the year. It's a time 
to stir up a pot of old time traditional fare such as 
Goulash Soup. Originally an Hungarian soup, that 
is now one of the standard offerings in 
commercially available products in the Netherlands. 
Goulash Soup, Ingredients: 

3 tablespoons of bacon grease. 

1 large onion, diced. 

2 heaping tablespoons of Hungarian paprika. 

21 kg of beef (chuck rib or pot roast). 

2 carrots. 

3 cloves of garlic. 

2 medium red peppers. 

2 medium sized potatoes. 

1 tablespoon of caraway seeds. 

Heat your cooking pot and melt the bacon grease. 
When the fat is hot, add the onions. Stir until they 
are translucent. Take the pot off the stove and stir in 
the paprika. 

Note: You want the paprika to hit the hot grease and 
release most of its flavor but you don't want it to 
bum. as it will turn bitter and spoil the dish. 

Put the pot 
back on the 
stove and add 
the beef, cut 
in bite size 
chunks. Saute 
the meat in 
the hot fat 
and mix it in 
with the 
onions and 
the paprika, 

then turn down the heat and add 2 cups of warm 
water. Let the beef braise in a covered pot for about 
a good hour, keeping an eye on the amount of 
liquid. Make sure you have enough liquid in the pot 
at all times! 

Peel and cut the carrots in bitesize pieces or slices, 
whichever you prefer. Peel and mince the garlic, 
and slice the peppers into 1 inch pieces, after 
removing the seeds. Add the carrots, garlic and 
peppers to the pot, add three more cups of water and 
let the stew slowly simmer for another hour. 

Cube the potatoes after you peel them and add them 
to the pot with three additional cups of water. Stir in 
the tablespoon of caraway seed and simmer until the 
potatoes are done. On a slow simmer, the potatoes 
will thicken the stew and bring all the flavors 
together. Before you serve, taste and adjust with salt 
and pepper, if needed.

-line? But thanks for asking. Perhaps we 
should go grab a coffee, become BFFs, and I 
can tell you all about my life.” 

I’ll never forget seeing a fairly rough-looking 
British tourist on the Metro with his feet on 
the seat in front of him. As 
the Metro chugged on, 
various Dutch passengers 
would approach him to tell 
him that this was clearly not 
allowed. He’d glance at each 
of them in an utterly bored 
manner and continue about 
his business—feet remaining 
firmly planted on the seat.

Judas, written by Astrid Holleeder. 

A Brother's Crimes and a Sister's Betrayal Make 'Judas' a 
Dutch Best Seller. 

AMSTERDAM — When he read the 40-page 
sample of Astrid Holleeder's memoirs, "Judas," the 
Dutch publisher Oscar van Gelderen said that he 
knew he had sensational material in his hands. 

A gangster boss, who has become a Celebrity 

Criminal. A sister who 
knows his secrets and 
fears for her life. A 
Criminal Justice 
System, unable to 
keep him behind bars 
without her help. 

And the black story of 
a childhood that was 
"dysfunctional to the 
max," Mr. van 
Gelderen said. 

Ms. Holleeder is the 
sister of Willem 
Holleeder, convicted 
of the 1983 
kidnapping of the 
Dutch beer 
millionaire Freddy 
Heineken. He has 
been in and out of prison for years, but never for 
murder, though Ms. Holleeder calls him a "serial 
killer" in her book. Because she got close enough to 
tape him and agreed to testify against him, he is on 
trial again, this time facing six counts of murder and 
two counts of attempted murder. 

Mr. van Gelderen's instincts were right. The book, 
released in early November, has been the No. 1 best 
seller in the Netherlands ever since, according to the 
Dutch book-publishing association CPNB. Rights 
have already been sold for publication in Danish, 
German and Swedish, and Little, Brown and 
Company in New York, bought worldwide English- 
language rights this month. 

"Judas" is not a recounting of Mr. Holleeder's 
famous misdeeds, but the story of a childhood that 
included regular beatings by an alcoholic father and 
later, of Mr. Holleeder's mafia-style hold on his 
family. 

"In the writing, there's this strangling feeling of a 
guy, who is controlling everybody," Mr. van 
Gelderen said. 

Ms. Holleeder, 51, a successful criminal-defense 
lawyer, describes in chilling detail how, a year after 
their father's death, Mr. Holleeder was released from 
prison and took his place as the family abuser. She 
recounts how painful it was to interact with him after 
the murder of her brother-in-law, Cor van Hout, Mr. 


Holleeder's longtime friend and co-conspirator in 
the Heineken kidnapping. 

She contends that her brother ordered that killing, 
and plans to testify to that effect in court. 

Ms. Holleeder has been observing the success of 
her book from a secret location, where she has been 
living under protection since February, after an 
inmate in a maximum-security prison described 
being contracted by Mr. Holleeder to arrange for 
the killing of Ms. Holleeder; their sister, Sonja 
Holleeder, who was married to Mr. van Hout; and a 
Dutch crime reporter, who helped Astrid establish 
contact with the police. 

Ms. Holleeder said the book is just about how I 
feel, how we grew up, what in fact made me and 
my brother into the opponents that we are now." 
About 400,000 copies have been bought so far — a 
milestone in a country of about 17 million, where 
sales of 5,000 copies are considered strong. 
"Judas" is a narrative in the present, with 
flashbacks to the Holleeders' childhood. The 
account begins in January 2012, when Mr. 
Holleeder was released from prison after serving 
six years of a nine-year sentence for extortion. 
Astrid Holleeder said she started wearing a wire in 
2013 and ultimately recorded hundreds of hours of 
conversations with her brother. 

Although the author describes the admiration she 
felt for her brother as a little girl, her adult attitude 
toward him is clear from an early passage in which 
she describes picking him up from a prison in 
Vught the last time he was released. 

The judges who will decide the case have said that 
they have not, and will not, read the book unless it 
is submitted as evidence. (There are no juries in 
the Netherlands; trials are run, and decided, by 
three judges.) 

Mr. van Hout, the co-conspirator turned foe, once 
called Mr. Holleeder "Judas," which inspired the 
title of the best seller. 

But today, Ms. Holleeder says she feels it is she, 
who betrayed her brother. 

She said that she "hates" herself for turning against 
her brother, and that, in spite of everything, she still 
loves him. She said she knew, however, that it was 
necessary to speak out, "to end the problem for 
everyone else." 

"I betrayed him," Ms. Holleeder said of testifying 
against him. "He trusted me with his life, he would 
tell me everything, and I was the only thing he had, 
when he got out of prison." 

When the news broke that she would testify, she 
said she thought: "No, he cannot survive this. He's 
fighting back, of course, but I don't think he can 
win this time."

How to get started with My Aged Care. 

It’s never too early to talk about getting some extra help. Knowing what services are available 
before you need them, will help you to be prepared to make decisions about your future. 

What services are available? 


Care at home. 

My Aged Care can help you access services at home which can improve your wellbeing and help 
you stay independent. Receiving help with regular activities at the right time can help you manage 
better at home. 


You may be eligible to receive services such as: 

• Personal care like help with getting dressed. 

• Transport. 

• Modifications to your home like rails or ramps. 

• Nursing, physiotherapy and other care. 

• Meals. 

• Household jobs like cleaning or gardening. 

• Equipment like walking frames. 

• Social activities. 


Short-term help.

Hot weather can take a serious toll 
on our health. 

But did you know it's not just days where 
temperatures are above the high 30s that pose 
a significant health risk? 

"Thirty degrees days can also be very, very 
dangerous and they occur far more often and 
they normally end up presenting the bigger 
problem." 

But heatwaves do increase the chances of 
things going wrong and that can lead to "a 
catastrophic failure which can really push 
things over the edge". 

"The ambulance drivers not being able to 
work because it's too hot or the hospitals 
getting so packed. That is especially true when 
you have a long power cut combined with heat 
because air conditioning is a great way to 
reduce your risk of [heat-related illness]," he 
said. 

Who’s at risk? 

If you think someone may be affected by 
heat stroke: 

• Remove the person from the sun to a shady 
cool place. 

• Call 000. 

• Remove clothing and sponge down with 
cool water. 

• Place ice packs over large blood vessels. 

• Only give fluids to drink if the person is 
fully conscious. 

• If they regain consciousness, give small 
amounts of cool water at short intervals. 
Extreme heat can affect any one of us, 
especially if we're spending outdoors in the 
heat of the day. 

Those most at risk include older people, 
young children and those with chronic health 
conditions, in particular those with 
cardiovascular disease. The thing is, there are 
many people, who are unaware they're at risk 
of cardiovascular disease. 

"So people who may not even realise they are 
walking around with a cardiovascular problem 
and a hot day is a perfect day for that problem 
to flare into something that requires them to 
call an ambulance or it can even kill them." 
Another group hit hard by hot weather are 
pregnant women. 

"Lots of studies around the world now show 


higher temperatures are strongly associated 
with an increased risk for pre-term births," Dr 
Barnett said. 

Other people more affected by heat are those 
taking certain medications, such as blood- 
pressure-lowing medications, antidepressants 
and some allergy treatments. 

Maintaining a stable temperature. 

Your normal temperature is around 37 
degrees Celsius. Sweating is the way your 
body keeps itself cool, so you can maintain a 
stable temperature on a hot day or during 
exercise. 

Sweating is caused by glands found all over 
the body, which have ducts that open out onto 
the skin. These sweat glands are activated in 
response to heat (and stress). 

But when you sweat, you lose fluid and if you 
start losing more fluid than you are taking in, 
you become dehydrated. 

This means you won't be able to sweat as 
much, reducing your body's ability to bring 
your temperature down. 

As well as regulating your body's 
temperature, sweating helps control your fluid 
and salt balance. Upsetting this balance can 
have a range of consequences.

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The Tale of my Dutch Connection by Alf 


This tale looks at the many ways in which a 
Dutch connection has assisted me in my life. 
I suppose it could be called my curriculum 
vitae. 

First I married a Dutch girl in ’62. We were 
young and happy and went to Adelaide for 3 
years, where I was part of the first automated 
clinical chemistry service in Australia. This 
used punch cards as the recording medium, 
the storage space required for a year’s work 
was a challenge. Paper tape, discs, IBM 
sorted all that out. 

In addition to my “special chemistry” work, 
family life was most important. We always 
emphasized the place of grandparents for 
whom we prayed for every night, named in 
order. If I missed one, it was noted. Where 
were these people? You could imagine them 
over there, 2000 miles to the west in Perth or 
far, far away in Harlingen. We drove from 
Adelaide to Sydney one holiday and caught 
up with the rest of the clan in Australia. We 
told them that important relatives were “over 
there”. 

Oma, Opa, Oom Bouke were in our 
celebrations, but how? They sent delicious 
biscuits, cookies, almonds, marzipan and 
birthday presents. It took a while to get 
through to the ouders (parents) to note I was a 
non-smoker and didn’t need those pipes. 

Oom Bouke was in the centre of 
communications/translation. 

We came back to Perth in ’67 and soon after 
we had Uncle Tommie (never Oom Tom) 
visit, which led to exploring my ‘Long- 
service-leave” options. Three months on full 
pay for every 7 years of service. 

Strong support from Laboratory Heads 
stretched this to 6 months, in which I attended 
a 2-week course in toxicology at New Cross 
Hospital; and 6 weeks as an observer of 
Clinical Pharmacology at St Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, almost in the centre of London. 

Lots of testing of drugs on volunteers. Who 
volunteered? London Post workers over the 
road from Barts. Why volunteer? They were 
paid for each sample provided, £1/12/6 for a 
24 hr urine, (the only money the ATO wasn’t 
informed about). During this time, we lived in 


London at £80/week rent, which was 
expensive, yet adequate in the long run as we 
were in the city and this allowed us to host 
two families, one being our local Pharmacist 
from Wembley. 

The children did some set exercises every day 
as advised by the W.A. Education 
Department. My wife supervised and co¬ 
ordinated this important aspect of 
development. They visited many of London’s 
museums, the V & A, The Imperial War, 
Natural History... Our elder daughter went to 
the Ballet to see Margot Fontain, we went to 
the Royal Albert Hall in the Gods with the 
guns for the 1812 overture. 

One weekend we visited an epilepsy colony 
where in previous times the upper class 
housed their afflicted offspring. Fortunately, 
many of these in-mates now have their fits 
reduced with medication, the effective blood 
levels were compared to clinical behaviour. 

In Perth, I did some of these assays for a 
number of Neurologists. 

For the last 3 weeks we stayed in London 
during the week and had 3 long weekends on 
the road. We had hired a Commer 
Highwayman for 3 months, which was a 
blessing at the weekends, but a bit of a 
problem with parking. On our last night, we 
were hosted by a Scottish Professor, whom I 
had met in Melbourne. And so, we left 
London, at 7am in the van with our luggage. 

The channel crossing was disappointing, 
spray caused by hovercraft reduced visibility 
to zero! but we were in Europe, with 
hundreds of workers peddling cyclists going 
home for lunch. We were heading to Uncle 
Tommie and Tante Marian. 

When we arrived (on time according to the 
Shell engineer) we found him up a ladder 
with safety harness on, cleaning the chimney. 
The children were delighted to be sleeping in 
the attic, with the girls noting the lack of a 
toilet, and having to wait till the ceiling ladder 
was lowered. And so, the campervan became 
the bedroom. Meanwhile on that first day 
Bouke was late, he had been watching Kung 
Foo on TV.

Weesp is a City and a Municipality in the 
province of North Holland, The Netherlands. 
Weesp is built between the river ’’Vecht” and the 
Amsterdam-Rhine Canal. 

It is in an area called the "Vechtstreek". It is only 
3 km outside the Amsterdam Metropolitan area, 
but the wide Amsterdam-Rhine Canal keeps it 


geographically separate. It had a population of 18,255 in 2014. 

The City is surrounded by open grassland, which is a popular cycling area. 


History: 

Until the early Middle Ages the 
region around Weesp was an 
uninhabitable peat bog. 

Weesp was granted city rights in 1355 
and celebrated its 650th anniversary 
as a City in 2005. 

From the late Middle Ages, the river 
Vecht was a defensive line for the 
County of Holland and it remained a 
military defensive line until the 
Second World War. 

Weesp was strongly fortified, more 
than its size would justify - for during 
most of its early history, it had only a 
few thousand inhabitants. 

The defensive lines consisted of 
inundation zones, which would be 
flooded in wartime (the Hollandic Water Line). Behind these zones were fortified Towns, Forts, 
Barracks and other Military structures. 

The most comprehensive of these was the Defence Line of Amsterdam (Stelling van Amsterdam), 
a circular inundation zone around Amsterdam, now a UNESCO World Heritage Site. 

After the Second World War, a new housing estate was built West of the City and an industrial 
zone, with harbour access to the Amsterdam-Rhine Canal, was also constructed. In the 1970’s yet 
another suburb was built on the South side of the City. Afterwards another suburb was built in the 
North with plans for further expansions. 

Before the reformation, the main Church of Weesp was dedicated to Saint Laurens. It is still in use 
for Protestant services. In the tower it has a famous carillon by Pieter Hemony, cast in 1671.

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The Chocolate City of Weesp 


The most famed product of Weesp is Van Houten chocolate. Casparus Sr. van 
Houten opened a chocolate factory in Amsterdam in 1815, which was relocated to 
Weesp. They used a mill, which was turned by manual labour. His son Coenraad 
van Houten was a Dutch chemist and chocolate maker, known for the treatment of 
cocoa mass with alkaline salts to remove the bitter taste and make cocoa solids more 
water-soluble; the resulting product is still called "Dutch process" chocolate. 

He is also credited with introducing a method for pressing the fat (cocoa butter) 
from roasted cocoa beans, though this was in fact his father's invention. 

Coenraad’s son, Casparus Jr. had a gift for marketing and contributed greatly to the 
growth of the company. Advertisements for Van Houten could be found on trams throughout 

Europe and the United States. As early as 1899, Van Houten 
produced a commercial film that depicted a sleepy clerk, who 
recovers miraculously after eating some chocolate. 

The factory was a boost for the City of Weesp, whose population 
doubled in the second half of the 19th century. Casparus Jr. had built 
for himself a 90-room villa in Weesp, called Villa Casparus. 

Work was started in 1897, but it was not completed until 1901, the 
year he died. In 1971 the van Houten factory in Weesp closed and in 
The 90 room Villa Casparus. 2002 Villa Casparus became an apartment complex. 

Economy: 

Before cocoa production, the local economy had been based on beer breweries, jenever distilleries, 
Weesper porcelain and cargo trade, due to its location on important 
waterways. 

In the 21st century, the economy became very diverse. There were 
large facilities of Solvay Pharmaceuticals, which in February 2010 
were acquired by Abbott Laboratories. At this same site there is now 
a chemical plant which manufactures active pharmaceutical 
ingredient for Abbott brands Duphalac and Duphaston and a 
biologic plant which manufactures active pharmaceutical ingredient 
for Abbott's flu vaccine Influvac. 

The local specialty is the Weesper Mop Cookie, which is based on 
mashed almonds, called almond meal. 

Tourism: 

Weesp is a popular stop for tourists. It has a protected historical centre with canals and many 
buildings dating from the seventeenth and eighteenth century. Weesp has three full-size historical 
windmills. The bastions and fortifications that are part of the Defense Line of Amsterdam and the 
Dutch Water Line are tourist hotspots. These structures have never been attacked, though. The 
scenic river Vecht and the small roads adjacent to it, attract yachtsmen and cyclists. 

The Naardermeer area, the first nature reserve in the Netherlands, is at 15 minutes cycling distance
